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1953 Building 
Shows Almost 
50% Drop 


Total building in Upland dur- 
ing 1953 was only slightly above 
50 per cent of the 1952 total, ac- 
cording to year-end figures re- 
leased this week by Building !n- 
spector Richard Derby. 

A total of 421 permits issue? in 
1953 totaled $1,523,914, as com- 
pared to 581 permits of 1952 which 


reached the paramount sum of 
$2,697,485. 

For December, a total of 38 
permits amounted to $79,621, 


while the final month of the pre- 
vious 'year saw 31 permits total 
$90,430. }Five dwellings in the 


‘past month’s total accounted for 


$37,000 in permits, and in 1952 the 
$68,500 figure represented séven 
dwellings. 


Of the 1953:total, 91 were dwell- 
ings valued at $758,781. This is 
a 57 per cent drop from the num- 
ber: of. dwellings constructed the 
previous year,°and in total cost 
is over one million dollars less, 
The 214 homes huilt here in 1952 
were valued jat $1,93],717. 


Average, monthly ~ cohstruction 
in. 1953 was $126,993; with: dwell- 
ing construction -averaging only 
$63.231 monthly. The big. home 
building year of 1952 saw a month- 
ly building’ average of $224.790 
and a dwelling average of. $160,- 
976.42. This reveals a drop in 
home building to only slightly 
over one-third the previous year. 


Mop-up Remains 
OfMf. Fire 


Ranger Anselmo Lewis of the 
U. S. Forest Service this week 
continues supervision of a crew 
of 50 fire fighters keeping a vig- 
ilant watch on the remaining fire 
in the canyons of the Sierra Madre 
mountains immediately west of 


San Antonio canyon. 


The mop-up and control opera- 
tion now under way is at approx, 
imately the same stage of the or- 
iginal fire when the Dec. 27 winds 
fanned the fire back into an un- 
controllable monster which burn- 
ed several thousand additional 
acres of timber and brush after 
jumping San Antonio canyon. 


After the second flare-up on 
the fire was controlled 
again by mid-week. Only byldings 
destroyed in the forest fire which 
has now spanned almost a month 
were the 50-year-old, unoccupied 
buildings of Stoddard resort in 
Stoddard’s canyon.

Cost In Excess Of $10,000 


City Digs Out From Debris 


Estimates on the clean-up fol- 
lowing the, hurricane storm of 
Dec. 27, are in excess of $10,000, 
according to Elwin Alder, acting 
city manager. The winds report- 
edly hit a velocity of 100 mph. 
and more in the Upland, Alta Lo- 
ma areas, and the heavy damage 
besrs this out. 

The city expects to feceive 
some state funds to aid in the 
cleanup of that portion of Euclid 
avenue which is state highway. 
No information has been received 
as to the amount to come from 
the state. 

40 WORKING DAYS 

Another 40 working days for 
the city crews remain before 
the clean-up is completed, Mr. 
Alder said. He added that this 
would not include any tree sur- 
gery, but only removal of hazard- 


ous branches and the hauling of 
debris. The city crews will use 
extra equipment for the job. 

At present the clean-up work 
is progressing at a minimum, 
with sufficient work having been 
completed to provide for the safe- 
ty of motorists and pedestrians 
on the city streets. The city crews 
now await the decision of the 
eity council tonight on whether 
the clean up should be completed 
as soon as possible, with addl- 
tional crews hired, or completed 
over a longer period of time with 
city emploves doing all the work 
when time allows. 

Twenty-four extra men were 
employed Friday and Saturday to 
swell the total of men working 
on the clean-up to 45. Fourteen 
pieces of equipment were aiso in 
use as the debris was cleared from

Six polling places in the City

Million Dollar 


Loss Estimate 


‘Conservative’ 


Loss to the*citrus industry in 
the Dec. 27 storm will not be 
known until it has been determin- 
ed how extensive is the damage 
to fruit still remaining on the 
trees. 

In the meantime, the figure of | 
“one third loss” given soon after 


the storm, prevails as a generai 
report for the local orange in- 
dustry. Much of the fruit knock- 


ed from the trees has been pick- 
ed up for processing by the orange 
and lemon by-products plant of 
Sunkist Growers, Ine. 

Considering the loss to the cit- 
rus industry,. to. city of, water  fa- 
cilities, and to many private prop- 
erty. owners,’ a general estimate 
of a million dollars. storm dam- 
age is analvzed today as “fair- 
lv conservative”. This figure in- 
cludes the damage to property in 
the Upland district, Alta T.oma 
and Cucamonga. 

From the citrus standpoint, the 
greatest loss was suffered by or- 
ange growers through fruit be- 
ing blown from the trees and 
damaged on the trees and by dam- 
age to the trees themselves. Many 
lemon trees were also split by the 
force of the Dec. 27 wind. Another 
factor in the loss was the large 
number of trees damaged by fall- 
ing windbreak trees. 

Cost of removing the wind- 
break trees from the citrus groves 
is expected to be auite sizeable 
Groves in the northern part of 
Upland and in Alta Toma were 
most severely damaged. 

Nearly 100 trees on the Euclid 
avenue parkway were destroved 
and most of the other trees were 
severely damaged.

No figures on the damage were 
announced but the total damage 
was expected to amount to $30,000 
or higher. 

Owned by Pacific Homes cor- 
poration of Los Angeles, the two- 
story brick and wood frame build- 
ing in the heart of Upland’s 
downtown business district, also 
houses the Upland Home Appli- 
ance store, 271 North Second ave- 
nue, and the Dorothy Gardner 
Gift shop, 275 North Second ave- 
nue. Neither of these two com- 
mercial establishments were dam- 
aged by the fire, smoke or water, 
however. 

SPREADS FIRE ALARM

Damages 400 
Citrus Trees 


More than 400 citrus trées were 
damaged by fire in the Dec. 27 
storm, Fire Chief Howard Paulin 
said yesterday in reviewing the 
aftermath of the district’s wina 
and storm damage, Included in 
his list of trees damaged are 
those that were only slightly 
singed and those seriously dam- 
aged. 

The tree loss concerns fire dam- 
age only and not those crushed 
by falling windbreaks and other- 
wise damaged bv the high wind. 

The Ralph J. Wilson grove, 301 
East Fifteenth street, suffered 
the greatest loss by fire to the 
citrus trees with 137 counted as 
scorched or burned. One hun. 
dred and eleven trees on the Har- 
old Stewart grove were damaged. 
James Goodban’s fire damage in 
cluded 62 trees and the Nelson 
Gray grove and the Robert Curry 
grove each counted more than 40 
trees hit by the fire. 

Mr. Paulin paid tribute to the 
“mutual aid’ plan of fire pro- 
tection in this area. Assistance 
was given by the Mont Vista 
Fire disirict, Chino fire depart.

A look over the postal receipt 
figures of recent years for Upland 


discloses a reliable barometer of 
the community’s growth. Since 


1937, postal receipts at Upland 
Post office have almost quad 
rupled. 


In 1937 the local receipts total- 
ed $26,639.94, while for the past 
vear the total passes the $100,000 


mark for the first time for the 
staggering total of $103,716.87. 


This 17-year increase is only about 
$3,000 short of being quadruple. 
MAINTAINS RECORD 


Since joining the staff of the 
ocal post office in 1938, Acting 
Postmaster Roy Ray has main 
tained a statistical report on the 


total postal receipts on a monthly. 
juarterly and annual basis, ‘in- 
‘luding annual percentages of in- 
‘rease or decrease. 

In this 17-year period, only two 


fears were concluded with per- 
fentage decreases in postal re- 
‘eipts. The year 1939 showed a 


} per cent decrease, while a 3 per 
‘ent decrease was noted in 1950,

Locally and county-wise, this is a very impor- 
tant election year. 

Stanford Shaw’s withdrawal from the state 
assembly race opens up new interest in this 
position, election to which is held every two 
years. Election ef a county supervisor from 
this district, three Upland city councilmen and 
election of all county department heads will 
come during the next few months. 

Will R. Mason is being urged to run for re- 
election as a member of the county board of 
supervisors. His district includes Upland, a 
portion of Ontario, and a small section of San 
Bernardino city. His candidacy for reelection 
would gain wide support, although he is likely 
to be faced with some strong opposition. 

Incidentally, Frank R. Mogle’s term also ex- 
Pires and throughout the county, interest will 
be centered on the fate of the two supervisors 
from this area. Mr. Mogle’s district includes 
Chino, the southern portion of Ontario, Colton 
and a portion of San Bernardino city. 

Terms of three Upland councilmen expire 
this spring. Having served four years are 
Donald Carr, Vernon Paine and Robert Thrall. 

Terms of most of the elective officers in the 
courthouse expire this spring. Some incum- 
bents may nct have opposition but others are 
very likely to face keen competition. Sheriff 
Eugene Mueller took office four years ago to 
climax an intensive campaign. Asked fre- 
quently is the question: “Who will run against 
him?” Whoever does will find that Sheriff 
Mueller has established an outstanding record 
and most voters will find no reason for a 
change. 

Changes are needed in some other depart- 
ment heads, however. Harry D. Allison, vet- 
eran county clerk, is considering the chance 
of another term though he has reached the re- 
tirement age and would have been forced to 
give up except for an odd feature of a new law. 
He is completing 50 years as a public official. 
While his office gives much service to taxpay- 
ers, Mr. Allison should recognize that eventu- 
ally a time comes when a public official should 
accept retirement, 

An election year is always filled with inter- 
est and great importance. Indications are this 
year will be no exception. 


Warren-Nixon Knowland Issue 
Basis For Odd Twist 


A. new twist on the background of Earl War- 
ren becoming chief justice of the U. S. supreme 
court is given in a story out of Washington, D.C. 

The reason he was given the appointment, 
according to one theory, was to eliminate War- 
ren as a possible contender for the presidency 
in 1956 or later and to provide a bigger oppor- 
tunity for Senators Nixon and Knowland to 
eliminate each other in the struggle for political 
control of California. 

Attorney General Brownell has given no in- 
dication as to who he favors, Nixon or Know- 
land, but it is known keen rivalry exists be- 
tween the vice-president and California's sen- 
ior senator. 

It will take much to eliminate either of these 
distinguished Californians from the national 
scene, 

Control of the California delegation in 1956 
and 1960 to the national Republican convention 
is very important io these two political aspir- 
ants. Not only in California but also in Wash- 
ington, D.C., and throughout the country, this 
looming struggle will be watched with interest.

Labor Leader Supporis Free 
Enterprise System 


Some misguided people still seem to believe. 
the interests of labor would best be served un- 
der socialism. Those who do should read and 
re-read this statement by D. W. Tracy, president 
of the International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers: 

“Labor's interest in free enterprise is not 
based on theory ... Labor supports our free 
enterprise system because we believe that the 
system has worked and that it will continue to 
work in providing a greater degree of freedom 
and prosperity than any other economic system 
so far devised on earth." 
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$350,000 in bonds, proceeds of which would be 
used in the construction of additional class- 
room facilities here. 

It is fitting that 12 months later actual work 
is being started on a new school—"Baldy 
View”. At the time of the election, members 
of the Upland board of education and leaders 
in the school administration emphasized the 
great need for new facilities. At the same 
time they promised strict economy in giving to 
the community the greatest possible number 
of classrooms if the people would vote the 
bonds. 

What happened to this promise of economy? 

Asking of that question might imply that 
something wrong really happened to that pro- 
mise and that the funds were unwisely handled. 

On the contrary, all persons in charge of 
making the school building plans observed that 
promise. The contract figure is among the 
lowest ever recorded in this era of high prices. 
The new “Baldy View” school building will 
cost only $8.35 a sqare foot, even far below 
the school board's unofficial estimate. 

While it will not contain all the refinements 
and structural frills of the other Upland school 
buildings, there has been no reduction in the 
strength of the building and of the facilities for 
educating our young people. 

Other bond issues will be needed in the fu- 
ture for other new school buildings and local 
taxpayers will be more willing to provide the 
funds due to what happened with the bonds 
approved in 1953. 

Of course, conditions in the building trades 
apparently have changed to bring about such 
a surprisingly low figure and all the credit for 
the “economy” contract price cannot go to the 
school officials. 

The fact remains, however, that “economy” 
was the thought at every turn in the planning. 
The very favorable contract price is the result. 

All of us are grateful for the faithfulness of 
those who give of their time—and in this case 
so efficiently. 


How Strong Are We? 
Nation's Position Is Analyzed 


As a new year begins, it is the part of wis- 
dom for a nation, like a business, to review its 
assets and its liabilities. 

On the credit side, the United States has an 
unrivaled standard of living. Our men and 
women enjoy wages and working conditions 
superior to those existing anywhere else. The 
tide of goods and services that flows endlessly 
along the American production and distribution 
line staggers the imagination. Materially 
speaking, business, agriculture and labor are 
doing well. 

We have a political system which comes as 
close to being responsive. to the wishes of the 
peopie as anyone can conceive of. In the last 
presidential election the people removed from 
power a party which had been in control for 29 
years and put another in its place. In some 
future election the party now in power will be 
replaced. But no heads roll; no purges are held; 
the losers are not liquidated. All are free to 
air their views. 

We are no longer actually at war, unsatis- 
factory as the Korean situation is. If recent re- 
ports are correct, our military strength and that 
of Western Europe has shown remarkable im- 
provement. The chance of another world war 
is less than it was. 

So much for the credit side of the ledger. 
What of the debits? 

The most disheartening domestic develop- 
ment of recent times has been the growing de- 
pendence of millions of people on government, 
mainly the federal government, to provide. ser- 
vices and benefits that, if a free system is to be 
preserved, must remain the responsibility of 
the individual and the family group. There 
has been a blind seeking for a kind of cradle- 
to-the-grave security whose end, in the sweep 
of history, has always been the sapping of mor- 
al fibre and spiritual values and ultimate. slav- 
ery. The most obvious manifestation of super- 
government are crushing taxes and mounting 
national debts, and the inevitable undermining 
of economic and political freedoms. 

Another phase on the. debit side is found in 
the long strides that have been mado in either 
socializing outright American enterprises and 
resources, or in subjecting them to so much 
government dictation and control thet socializ- 
ation comes ever nearer. And sociclism, his- 
torically, is but the forerunner of communism 
or some other similar system of government by 
oppression and terror. 

It is true that our present government is 
pledged to reverse this deadly process. It is 
true that some heartening steps in thai direction 
have been made. It is equally true that the 
forces that would destroy our free system and 
replace it with a very different kind of system 
are still awaiting their chance. 
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; 
As a matter of self preservation we must put | 


the welfare of the nation first in considering im- 
portant national issues, because our jobs, our 
businesses, our farms, and our liberties depend 
upon the perpetuation of a strong nation of 
self-governing people. 

What the decision will be depends entirely 
upon our moral strength. Will we welcome pol- 
icies and programs that are in accord with the 
philosophy of maximum freedom for all--and 
will we accept the temporary financial disloca- 
tions that such policies and proqrams may cre- 
aie? It will not be easy to end the era to do- 
all, give-all government. But, if the traditions 
and ideals to which we all pay lip service, and 
which have made us great and strong, are to 
be preserved, it is as necessary as the air we 
breathe. 

Nineteen fifty-four will be a year to test 
whether the American people wil! have what 
it takes to maintain themselves as independent 
individuals.

Nurserymen Urge Study 
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Fate of Pepper Trees 
Concerns Uplanders 


With more than 100 Pepper 
trees destroyed in Upland’s Eu- 
clid avenue parkway by the worst | 
storm to hit this area since 1888, 
and many others on the critical 
list with badly broken limbs, the | 
fate of the beautiful pepper tree 
lane today concerns scores of Up- 
landers. 

What will be done to repair and 
restore our famous avenue? This 
is a question being repeated con- 
stantly in Upland. 

The answer is yet to come. 


It likely that Upland City 
council will discuss the problem 
at tonight’s meeting. Whether 
they will have the destroyed pep- 
per trees replaced with more pep. 
per trees or with another tree 
variety is not known. 

EXTENSIVE STUDY 

Immediate decision and action 
are not probable. It is almost 
certain that whatever plan is fol- 
lowed will result from a_thor- 
ough investigation and study on 
the part of the city. 

To get an opinion from qualified 
sources as to what should be done 
in the restoration of Euclid ave- 
nue, The Upland News approach- 
ed Upland’s two leading nursery- 
men, Edward K. Hansen of Hort}. 
cultural Center and W. A. Gilli- 
land of Gilliland Gardens. 

Mr. Hansen expressed himself 
as favoring considerable study be- 
fore any action is taken, but did 
not indicate he thought it neces- 
Sary to replace the destroyed pep: 
per trees with another variety. 
He recalled the period of over 50 
vears the trees have beautified 
Euclid avenue and withstood wind

storms over that period of time. 
He indicated the age of the trees 
should be considered in review- 
ing the recent storm damage. 
ONE OF PRETTIEST 
Hailing the pepper tree as one 
of the prettiest available, Mr. 
Hansen agreed they are not the 


most economical trees for main- 
tenance. 


| 

Mr. Gilliland also furthered the 
idea of extensive study of the 
matter, stating: “I think a eom- 
mittee should be appointed to 
study the problem with the hope, 
first, to find some tree similar in 
appearance to the Pepper tree and 
more practical. If such cannot 
be obtained and it is decided that 
Pepper trees will not be continued 
a tree should then be selected 
which would be complimentary to 
the pepper tree.” 

A great amount of research on 
street trees by the Los Angeles 
parks department was cited by 
Mr. Gilliland as a good source for 
information. “They have compiled 
a check list regarding all attri- 
butes of trees used in parks and 
for streets. A very active com- 
mittee on street trees is located 
at Claremont, and our own city 
has made a considerable study on 
the subject. I think a committee 
including a city official and inter- 
ested citizens should thoroughly 
investigate the matter before any 
decision is made. : 

“The pepper trees have been 
in the parkwav for 50 or 60 years 
so if we make changes, we want 
the new trees to remain another 
50 or 60 years,” the local nursery- 
man concluded.
